New Delhi, the 26th October, 1994 

S.O. 766(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 5 of the 
Foreign trade Development and Regulation Act, 1992 (No. 22 of 1992), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following amendments in the Export 
and Import Policy, 1992—97 (Revised Edition: March. 1994), namely:— 

In Chapter IX, the following amendments shall be made: 

(i) Para 103 (a) shall be substituted by the following:— 

“Supplies effected in DTA under the condition specified in sub-paras (a), 
(f) and (h) of para 121 of the policy”. 

(ii) Para 103(d) shall be substituted by the following:— 

“Supplies to other EOU/EPZ units”. 

(lii) Para 104 shall be substituted by the following:— 

“Exports through Exports House/ 104 : An EOU/EPZ unit may export 
Trading House/Star Trading House/ goods manufactured by it through Mcr- 
Super Star Trading House Other chant exporter/Export House/Tradmg 
exporter, House/Star Trading House/Super Star 

Trading House recognised under this 
policy or other EOU/EPZ units. This 
permission extends only to the marketing 
of the goods by the Merchant exporter/ 
Export House/Trading House/Star 
Trading House/Super Star Trading House 
or other EOU/EPZ units. The manu¬ 
facture of the goods shall be done in the 
EOU/EPZ ufiits. The value addition and 
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export obligations as well as any other 
obligation relating to the imports and 
exports shall continue to be discharged by 
the EOU/EPZ unit.” 

(iv) Para 114 shall be substituted by the following:— 

“Sale or disposal of scrap/waste/remnants arising out of production pro¬ 
cess in the DTA may be permitted on payment of applicable duties and 
taxes. Pecentage of such scrap/waste/remnants shall be iixed by the 
Board and is notified by a public notice issued in this behalf by the Director 
General of Foreign Trade’’. 

2. This issues in public interest.
